, 'In view of the large number or cases of influenza that have 
been experienced in Ihe various,military encampments, at- 
tended by many fatalities, il has been suggested that possibly 
fatigue on the part of the soldiers may have rendered them 


. especially liable to contract the disease. .A New York paper 


tells about experiences in'a'boys' preparatory school in New 
England in which there was more or less pneumonia among 
ihi students every year. 
The medical direc.tor of the school 


tidily concluded that fatigue might be to some extent respon- 
sible; As a result he restrained the lioys who were^recovering 
frohi colds or influenza from violent exercise until they; were 
fully recovered, and thereafter there were,fewer cases of^pneu- 
monia, according to the account'given. 


And frbni this il is reasoned,that overwork and.fatigue may 


to a certain extent be responsible for the severe run the in- 
fluenza has had in most of the encanipments.- One newspaper 


. says: "Everybody.knows that.the boys have had very severe 


work.-'The professional soldier is not apt lo measure minute- 
ly the physical resources of the youth Under his command." 
, Notwithstanding, these observations the probability is that 
the sweep of influenza through the camps has not been due to 
an unsatisfactory condition of the soldiers. .Everybody knows 
Uiatrthe health of the soldiers in these encampments has been 
very carefully looked afler'from the start and that it has aver- 
aged-high. Great emphasis has been laid on the claim that 
military life was one of the best things in the world, physically, 
for'young men, and the records have done much to sustain the 
clajiri.; The general health of the,soldiers has been good, and 
.those" who have been home oti furlough-have, as a rule, pre- 
sented a better physical appearance.ihan they'did when they 
wcn:t:away..
